Reorganizing the United States Army,

The committee on military affhirs of
the United States’ honse agresd Hpbn A
bill to reorganjse¢e th¥ &fmy, it being
Represenititive hanning‘s bill, with some
amendments, and ordered it to bhe re-
ported faverably to the house. It does
not reduce the present effective fores of
the army, but reduces the nttmber of in-
fautry regiments from twenty-five to
twenty, ard the cavalry from ten to eight,
thus reducing the npumber of infantry
officers fiftv-five and of cavalry officers
fifteen, and increases the size ef the com-
panies and regiments. It does away with
the regimental organization of the artil-
lery, reducing the field officers of artillery
seventeen. It consolidates the quarter-
master and commissary departnents into
one, designated as the department of sup-
rlit‘q. making a large reduction of officers.

t provides for a board to examine offi-
cers and for the discharge of all worthless
and ineflicient officers, and for an exam-
ination of the condition of retired officers.
All officers who lose their places under
the bill are placed upon a list of super-
numeraries, and are permitted to resign
with one year's pay for each eight years
of service, or remain in service to per-
form such duty as they may be assigned to.

It provides for the edueation of non-
commissio officers and soldiers by the
commissioned officers, and for the promo-
tion of non-commissioned officers to com-
missioned officers. It abolishes the office
of judge advocate, fixes the pay of first
sergeants at $40 per month, makes the
headquarters of the general of the army
at Washington in time of peace, and pro-
vides that he may act as secretary of war
in the absence of the secretary or tem-
porary vacancy in the office.

It provides that sutlers and post-
traders shall be first elected by a council
of the administration, approved by the
depatment commander and the general
of the army, and appeinted by the secre-
tary of war. It reduces the staff of all
general officers, and requires the
of the army to report reforms to Co
anpually, and te look to economy in alb
branches of the army. The bill is ap-
proved by the testimony of many of the
officers of the army. It is a reduction of
about two hundred and pro
reforms which, if adepted, will, a Wash.
ington dispateh says, it is claimed, add
greatly to the eficsency of the army.
